SUNDAY SALES OF 
MILK NOT TO BE: 
~— INTERFERED WITH 


Attorney-General Brownlee Excepts 
This Article from Lord’s Day Act 
Rules. , ° 


Milk will be continued to be allowed 
to be sold on Sunday without laying 
sellers or purchasers liable under 
the Lord’s Day Act, according to the 
ruling of Attorney-General J. E. 
Brownlee. 

The gist of'the situation now is as 
follows: 

Confectionery and ice cream stores 
may continue to sell ice cream and 
soft drinks for consumption on the 
premises on Sunday, but may not 
Sell it to carry away. 

Restaurants and confectionery 
ligenses 
may sell food, ice cream, soft 
drinks, candies, -fruit, etc., where 
this class of edibles is to be consum- 
ed on the premises, but it is a 
violation of the act to sell any. of 
these articles to be carried away. 
This, of course, applies to groceries 
and canned goods. 

Confectionery stores, drug stores, 
etc, not having restaurant licenses 
cannot sell candies or fruit on Sun- 
day as obviously such sales would be 
for the carrying away of the articles 
and not for their consumption on 
the premises, 

Only the larger ice cream and con- 
fectionery stores hold restaurant 
licenses, so that the majority of the 
small stores, of necessity, must con- 
fine their Sunday sales to ice cream 
and soft drinks. 

In Attorney-General Brownlee’s 
letter to the mayor of Calgary con- 
firming these. arrangements, the at- 
torney-general remarks: “After my 
interview with you, a_ reporter 
from one of the’ papers saw me 
and raised the question of selling 
milk. This had not been previously 
considered by me, but I have thought 
that in the summer time, at least, 
it should be put on the same basis as

Censorship Fee 

Tree for censorship of motion picture 
films by the Provincial Government 
has been raised from $1 a reel to $2 a 
reel. It had been proposed at first to 
make the fee $3 a reel, but on repre- 
sentations being offered by the motion 
picture theatre men of the province .to 
Premier Greenfleld it was agréed to 
make the fee $2. 

Construction of the Holden drainage 
scheme is practically completed, and 
inspection of the system has been 
made by L.-C. Charlesworth, irrigation 
and drainage commissioner for the 
province. The Holden system reclaims 
13,000 acres of land, of which a good 
portion is already under’ cultivation. 
The Daysland drainage system, which 
will reclaim 16,000 acres of land is now | 
under construction. 

A delegation has presented a request 
to Hon. R. G. Reid, Minister of’ Health, 
that some plan be adopted to make use 
of unused agricultural school buildings 
as detention homes for juvenile delin- 
quents in the province. The delegation 
stated that the need of such homes was 
very great in the province. 

Acreage in Crop 

According to an estimate prepared 
by the crop statistician of the agri- 
cultural department, there is very 
little increase in acreage in wheat in- 
the province this year, but a consider- 
able increase in acreage in oats. Re- 
turns have not yet been completed. .

LIQUOR ACT COMMISSIONER 

Appointment was announced the 
past week by Attorney-General 
Brownlee, of B. 8. Bishop to com- 
missioner under. the Nquor act. Mr. 
Bishop has taken office at ‘once, and 
will have his headquarters in Ed- 
monton. Mr. Bishop’ will have 
charge of inspection work under the 
act, in connection with returns by 
doctors and druggists, and will deal 
with all complaints received by the 
department. He will, however, have 
nothing to do with the policing under 
the act, which has been put in 
charge of*Sergt. Nichdlson. 


Sale of savings certificates by the 
Provincial Treasury Department has 
During the 
first four months of the year certifi- 
cates totalling $1,302,198, a greater 
amount than was realized ‘in the 
whole of the year 1918. In keeping 
with the decline of interest rates on 
the money markets it is announced 
that the interest rate on savings  cer- 
tificates will be 4% percent. instead 
of 5 percent. from July 1st. 


Special permits to teachers’ will 
expire in June. There are about 200 
permit teachers. now at work in the 
province. These permits will not 
be renewed unless necessary to keep 
schools. -going.-. Indications are that 
the surplus of teachers in the prov- 
ince is rapidly being absorbed. 


Dr. W.-C. Laidlaw, Provincial 
Deputy Minister of Health, is attend- 
ing the annual meeting of the Cana. 
dian. Public Health Congress at St. 
John, N.B. Health experts from all 
over, Canada are in attendance. 


The six new public health nurses, 
which it was announced some time 
ago, were being added to the staff of 
public health nurses in the Depart- 
ment of Public Health, are now being 
sent out to their various districts, af- 
ter having undergone a special course 
of training. 


Two new land companies have 
been incorporated under provincial 
law during the past week or two, 
these being The Southern Irrigation 
and 
the Cluny Farming Co. -The Ponoka 
Creamery has also been incorporated 
with a capital of $50,000. 


‘A new government debenture issue 
will be put on the market early in 
July. It will be for $3,500,000, thirty- 
year at 5 percent. Of the total 
amount $1,500,000 will be for the re- 
funding of a 1912 ten-year issue, and 
the balance will be used for the gen- 
eral account purposes of the govern- 
ment, including the public works 
program for the summer. 

HAIL BOARD STATEMENT. 

The municipal hail board -at Cal- 
gary has fssued an official statement 
offsetting recent press reports con- 
cerning its financial standing. The 
statement is as follows: 

The newspaper reports of the last 
annual meeting of the Hail Insurance 
District, held in Calgary in March 
last, gave a very incorrect impres- 
sion of the financial condition of the 
Hail Insurance District. One report 
was to the effect that the Board 
would have to reduce its Mabilities 
before it could resume business. 
Another stated.that the deficit on 
last year’s: operations was $1,000,- 
000.00. Both these statements are 
entirely incorrect and. very mislead- 
ing. 

The ability to “resume business” 
was never thought of, much less dis- 
cussed, for the very excellent reason 
‘that business has not been suspend- 
ed, nor is there any necessity or in- 
tention of suspending it. The damage 
by hail in 1921 was almost doubje the 
average of the last nine years and 
50 percent. greater than the previous 
high record made in 1916. In spite 
of the record breaking amount of 
losses the Municipal Hail Insurance 
plan functioned without a hitch and 
is here to stay. 

The actual deficit fer last year 
was $274,742.96. This deficit was 
paid for out of the surplus of the 
two previous years and will have no 
effect on the rate to be set this 
year. This year’s rate will depend 
on the amount of losses for this year, 
and on that alone.

Deputy Minister of Agriculture. ‘W. 
J. Stephen, recently appointed crops 
commisisoner for the province, © will 
have charge of.the new work. 

The newly formed plans involved 
not only appointment of weed inspec- 
tors but also contemplate courses 
of instruction for these inspectors, 
and a weed survey of the province 
which will provide a fund of practi- 
cal knowledge concerning the weeds 
peculiar to each district, and meth- 
ods for their. eradication, which will 
prove of immense value to the offi- 
cials of the department in carrying 
out their duties. 

The first step in the new system 
has been taken the past week inthe 
appointment of twenty weed inspec- 
tors. ‘As far as possible, these in- 
spectors will be placed in charge of 
districts in which they are absolute 
strangers, such a condition tending 
to a better enforcement of the regu- 
lations, it is contended. 

The inspectors will cover all the 
unorganized territory in 
‘Alberta, and will have charge of 
from 18 to 27 townships each. These 
inspectors are now taking their plac- 
es in the 4eld and are preparing fora 
preliminary survey of their terri- 
tories. Contrary to former systems, 
these inspectors will be required to 
put in all their time at the new 
work. 

One of their chief duties will be 
the weed survey of the territories as- 
signed to them. This survey will 
furnish information: as to what 
weeds there are in each district and 
what weeds each farmer has to con- 
tend with. The inspectors will also 
study systems of eradication espec- 
ially suitable to the various districts. 
Each inspector, in co-operation with 
certain farmers, will condact experi- 
ments on eradication, so that eventu- 
ally the department will have infor- 
mation as to the best metliods as ap- 
plied to each district. 

The new .system contemplates 
strict enforcement of.the weeds act, 
and the officials in charge will insist 
on the farmers keeping their summer- 
fallow clean, as well, as, their road al- 
lowances and fence lines. They will 
be urged to clean cultivation. 

The department is making a strong 
bid also for the complete co-opera- 
tion of the organized ‘municipalities. 
who have their own weed inspectors, 
and also of the railway companies. 
Letters have been written to all 
cities, towns and ‘villages, and to the 
railway companies, who hava prom- 
ised full co-operation in the impor- 
tant work. 

Plans have also been made for a 
convention of the weed inspectors in 
the territories south of a line from 
Calgary to Empress.

PUBLIC HEALTH 


The report of the Public Health. 
Nurse in regard to the inspection of 
the Red Deer Schools, made recently, 
will be a revelation to most people. 

If it is a fact, and we have no 
reason to doubt the responsibility of 
the nurse, that 70 per cent of all the 
children in the Schools have one or 
more defects of more or less serious 
import; if 14 per cent of the children 
have defective vision, if 21 per cent 
have diseased adenoids, if 40 per cent 
of the scholars have diseased tonsils, 
and if 27 per cent have unsound teeth, 
it is a matter for serious considera- 
tion. 

In view of the conditions that exist, 
it is reasonable to suppose that the 
ratepayers of the School District will 
support the permanent employment 
of a Public Health Nurse on the plans 
outlined to the Board a month ago. 
The greatest asset that our boys and 
girls have is their health, and we take 
it that the public will not ask them 
to risk their future in a gamble with 
defects that can easily be remedied. 

While we are on the subject of 
Public Health, it is well for us to 
bear in mind that since the Municipal 
Hospital Scheme was voted down last 
year, mothers have gone into eternity 
Jeaving babes who will never feel the 
glow of mother love. In some cases, 
these deaths can be attributed to the 
lack of proper hospital care. People 
have ‘taken awful chances because 
they could not pay hospital bills. 

Under the present arrangement, 
the hospital can carry on without im- 
posing any hardship on the ratepayers 
of the City of Red Deer. But it is a 
crime if people die tor want of prop2r 
hospital cane, while part of the build- 
ing is kept out of commission. 

We make bold to say that the Mun- 
icipaL. Hospital Scheme should be 


@ revivéd in modified form without fur- 


ther delay. ‘Let us have the petitions 
sent in.and a new board elected who 
will prepare a scheme for presenta- 
tion to the electors. Forget about 
the past in this matter altogether, 
and develop a new Hospital Scheme.

OUR OTTAWA LETTER 


News’ Special Correspondent Anal- 

yzes the Situation As It Appears Now 

Since the Presentation of Mr. Field: 
Ing’s Budget Speech. 


Ottawa, May 26, 1922.—Mr. Field- 
ing’s Budget, delivered to Parlia- 
ment this week, must be examined 
from three separate viewpoints: (1) 
Its relation to Liberal platform 
pledges; (2) its effect upon industry; 
and (3) its effect upon the consumer. 
Taking these in order, and beginning 
with the first, it is to be observed at 
once that the Minister has made no 
attempt whatever to carry out his 
party's fiscal programme. To real- 
ize this, it is but necessary to recall 
that programme as_ declared in 
the National Liberal 1919 Convention. 
The tariff plank of the party, then 
promulgated, declared: 

“That the best interests of Canada 
demand that substantial reductions 
of the burdens of customs taxation 
be made with a view to diminishing 
the high cost of living which presses 
so severely on the masses of the peo- 

ple. . 
“That, to these ends, wheat, wheat 
flour, and all products of wheat, the 
principle articles of food; farm im- 
plements and machinery; farm 
tractors, mining, flour and sawmill 
machinery, and repair parts thereof; 
rough and partly dressed lumber; 
gasoline and illuminating, lubricat- 
ing and fuel oils; cements and fer- 
tilizers, should be free from customs 
duties, as well as the raw material 
entering into the same.” (Liberal 
Party Handbook). 

Under this week’s Budget, not one 
of these articles has been made free, 
except tractors, which were already 
free. Wheat, wheat flour, and food- 
stuffs are not only not made free, but 
are left absolutely untouched; and 
the others, instead of being made 
free, are reduced by but a paltry two 
and a half percent. 

The 1919 platform also said: 

“That a revision downwards of’ fhe 
tariff should be made whereby  sub- 
stantial reductions should be effect- 
ed in the duties on wearing apparel 
and footwear, and on those articles 
of general consumption (other than 
luxuries) as well as on the raw ma- 
terials entering into the same.” 
(Liberal Party Handbook). 

Under Mr. Fielding’s budget the 
“substantial reductions thus prom- 
ised take the form of but a two and 
a half percent. decrease in the duties 
on merely specific articles coming 
from Great Britain only; and on the 
overwhelming majority of commodi- 
ties of consumption there is no reduc- 
tion at all. 

Nor is that all. The 1919 Liberal 
platform declared that the British 
Preference be increased to 50 per- 
cent. of the general tariff. Yet all 
that has been done is to increase it 
by but two and a half percent. on a 
limited number of articles. Thus, 
whatever this Budget may be termed, 
it cannot be characterized as a fulfil- 
ment of the pledge to the country of 
1919. Yet Mr. Fielding, personally, 
has violated no pact. “Platforms,” 
he declared after the 1919 conven- 
tion, “must be accepted with reser- 
vations; they are merely made to 
get in on.”’ This week he simply vin- 
dicated the force of his cynical re- 
mark. 


BUDGET AND CONSUMER. 


What of the consumer? Does this 
ere help the “masses” about 
eve liberalism, in opposition, was 
so concerned? To answer these 
questions, it is but necessary to 
compare the amount of _ taxation 
which Mr. Fielding has _ abolished 
with that which he has imposed. Im- 
ports of the fifty articles, from which 
duties have been removed, total in

this Mr. Fielding has imposed ‘an. in- 
crease of. ffifty::percent.. in. the’ Sales 
Tax, a tax ‘which, \ seeing that’. it 
amounted \to sixty million dollars: on 
last year’s basis, simply means ‘this: 
That the Minister‘has decreased tax- 
ation by one: million, dollars with one 
hand, and increased it -by . nearly 
thirty millions: with the other. In 
othér words, so. far as the “‘masses” 
are concerned, : they are more than 
twenty-nine ‘million dollars worse off 
than they were: by ‘this one feature 
of the Budget alone. EBven-in the 
case of.the-individual articles em- 
braced by the tariff reductions, the 
benefit derived by the consumer is 
practically caricelled by the heighten- 
ing of the Sales Tax. For example: 
If a farmer hereafter buys an Ameri- 
can made plough valued at, say, 
$100.00, he will save $2.50 by the two 
and one-half percent. reduction in the 
duty, but inasmuch as the increase 
in the Sales Tax means $2 more on 
his one hundred dollar purchase, his 
net ‘saving will be but fifty cents. 
Finally, as he will have to pay in- 
creased sales tax on everything he 
buys, and secures reduction of duties 
on a limited number of articles only, 
the result is that the sum of his total 
taxation is considerably.increased. For 
it must be remembered that it is the 
consumer, not the manufacturer, or 
retailer, or wholesaler, that ultimate- 
ly pays the Sales Tax. 
‘WERE TAX INCREASES 
NECESSARY? 
Was this new tax on the consumer 
—more than twenty million of it— 
necessary? Could Mr. Fielding have 
made up his twenty millions by prac- 
tising a measure of economy? ast 
year heavy expenses were imescap- 
able. There was an enormous, and 
necessary, vote to complete work of 
war restoration. There was an obli- 
gatory and inescapable vote of more 
than eighty millions for railways. 
There was a necessary heavy outlay 
to complete the shipbuilding pro- 
gramme. There were equally un- 
avoidable votes for soldier land set- 
tlement, soldier civil restablishment, 
as well as for other projects which 
arose out of the war. This year 
these expenditures are absent; obli- 
gatory and inescapable outlays, due 
to the war, have dwindled by more 
than 150 millions. The way was 
open for real and needed retrench- 
ment. But Mr. Fielding has made 
no attempt at economy. On the con- 
trary he has come to Parliament with 
main estimates calling for $466,000,- 
000, with supplementary estimates 
still to come. On his own admis- 
sion, made to parliament, and record- 
ed in Hansard, he has made no pro- 
gress toward retrenchment, but, on 
the contrary, has asked the House 
for ten million dollars more than Mr. 
Meighen asked of it for similar’ ac- 
counts last year, and for fifty mil- 
lion dollars more than was actually 
expended. Whatever, therefore, this 
Budget is designed to do, it is not 
calculated to lift the burden of taxa- 
tion or to reduce the cost of living. 
A PREFERENCE TO GERMANY

As-a. consequence, 
the Canadian. tariff against: German 
goods becomes: no ‘tariff. at. all; be- 
cause, paid in Canadian currency, the 
German manufacturer laying ,down 
goods in’ Canada reaped such an en- 
ormous, profit ‘that he could: sur- 
mount any tariff we could’ devise, no 
matter how high. The Meighen gov- 
ernment, not without'.a memory of 
the war, and in an‘effort to protect 
Canadian industry, and Canadian 
labor, from the competition of Ger- 
‘man made goods, took steps to meet 
the situation. It took them by pass- 
ing a regulation by which — foreign 
currency was stabilized at pot less 
than 60 percent. of the value for 
customs purposes. The result was 
that German goods, while not kept 
out of Canada altogether, were pre- 
vented from being dumped into Can- 
ada under conditions utterly _ unfair 
to Canadian producers and to Cana- 
dian labor. Mr. Fielding, by some 
strange process of reasoning, has re- 
pealed this regulation. As a conse- 
quence, German goods can ‘now enter 
Canada, in effect, without any, restric- 
tion at all; they have, because of the 
relation of the. mark to the dollar, 
not only a preference over the goods 
of France and Belgium and. the 
Mother Country, but can compete un- 


fairly with Canadian goods as well. 


Returned Canadian soldiers in the 
ranks of the unemployed are kept in 
those ranks while a Canadian law 
helps to keep running factories em- 
ploying the men who shot down Can- 
adian boys in France and Flanders. 
THE BUDGET IN ‘BRIEF

Coming 


First $1,000,000 Photoplay—Rex In- 
gram Production for Metro Marks 
New Epoch—tIbanez Film Surpass- 
es Stage In Grip on Emotions. 


Rex Ingram’s $1,000,000 production 
of ‘The Fofir ‘Horsemen of the 
Apocalypse,” made for Metro, is com- 
ing to the Rex Theatre soon. This 
will be the first showing hene of the 
‘screen version of Vicente Blasco 
Ibanez’s novel that has been acclaim- 
ed in New York, Chicago, Boston, 
Pittsburgh, Detroit and Los Angeles 
as marking a new epoch in the de- 
velopment of motion pictures. At 
its New York opening people paid 
$10 a seat. Critics said the picture 
had definitely established the screen 
not only as capable- of rivalling the 
stage at its best, but of surpassing 
it in its grip upon the emotions. 

“The Four Horsemen” is the  su- 
preme expression of the Great War. 
Certainly no novel has stirred the 
universal appeal created by the 
Ibanez masterpiece. The book, now 
in its one hundred and _ sixty-sixth 
edition, has been read _ throughout 
the world. The monumental task of 
transferring it to the screen was ac: 
complished by June Mathis, who 
made a scenario that from all ac: 
counts has preserved the force of the 
‘| original and in many incidents height- 
ened it. But it is the director, Fiex 
Ingram, who has apparently achiev- 
ed the most sensational success. He 
is reported to have get a new mark in 
artistry of picturization. \ 

Readers of the novel will recall 
that the story opens on the Argen- 
tine ranch of old Madariaga, whose 
territories are as extensive as those 
of the great independent barons of 
feudal times. And Madariaga rules 
with feudal power. A rioting, 
roystering despot, he is filled with 
Castilian pride of family and yearns 
for a male child to carry on his tra- 
dition. His two daughters have mar- 
ried ranch employees—one French 
and the other German. Madariaga’s 
Latin antipathy to the German son- 
in-law brings with it a dislike of his 
half-German grandchildren, but when 
a son {s born to the Frenchman, Des- 
noyers, the old man finds his dream 
realized. The boy, Julio, is selected 
as heir to the huge estate and -is 
brought up as a’spoiled prince of the 
realm. ‘As a young man Julio becom. 
es the companion of Madariaga’s de- 
bauched adventures in Buenos Ayres 
tango resorts. But Madariaga dies 
suddenly without making a will and 
the German branch of the _ family 
finds itself sharing the estate equally 
with the Desnoyers. With this gud- 
den wealth, the two families leave 
the Argentine for Europe. 

The Desnoyers settle in Paris, and 
Julio, an expert tango dancer, becom- 
es the sensation of the fashionable 
dance places.

Brantford Liberal Says Business Has

twine factories in Canada. This 
number -dwindled to three after the 
tariff on binder twine was removed. 
Subsequently the business fell into 
the hands of American factories.

It was 
possible for this combine to put the 
remaining factories in Canada out of 
business or in the event of a shortage 
of binder twine to supply’ their own 
country, Then the Canadian farmer 
would suffer.

New. Banking Arrangements 

Letters from the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce at Red Deer were read and 
very carefully considered by Council. 
The recommendation by the Bank that 
a bond issue of $7,000 or $8,000 be made 
by the Municipal District was not re- 
garded with favor by the Council, nor 
was the Bank's refusal to continue ex- 
tending par privileges at Eckville and 
Innisfail. After full discussion of the 
matter it became the unanimous opin- 
ion of the Council that the suggestion 
of the Bank as stated in their letter of 
May 5 be followed, und that arrange- 
ments be made to transfer the Muni- 
cipal accounts to another bank. | 

Mr. John Frisken, Manager of the 
Sylvan Lake branch of the Imperial 
Bank of Canada, was consulted by 
phone and attended at the meeting and 
advised the Council that he had care- 
fully considered the financial statement 
of the affairs of the Municipality as at 
December 31, 1921, and as a result ex- 
pressed satisfaction and confidence in 
the financial affairs of the District. He 
would, if authorized to do so by the 
Council, refer the matter of taking 
over the Municipal accounts to the 
Superintendent of the Bank in Winni- 
peg. 

Mr. Frisken further agreed that in 
the event of the accounts being trans- 
ferred to the Imperial Bank, that ‘the 
rate of interest charged on Municipal 
loans would be 7 per cent. 

The following resolution was, moved 
by Councillor Stringer, and was "agreed 
to by unanimous consent of the Coun- 
cil: — 

“Resolved, that, whereas the Cana- 
dian Bank of Commerce at Red Deer 
do not at the present time consider the 
Municipal account’ a satisfactory one, 
and whereas this Council does not 
consider that it is in the interest of the 
Municipality that application should be 
made at the present time for authority 
to make a bond, or debenture issue of 
seven or eight thousand dollars as re- 
quired by the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce; 

“Now, therefore, be it resolved that 
the Reeve and Secretary-Treasurer of 
this Municipal District be and they‘are 
hereby authorized to enter into nego- 
tiations with the Imperial Bank of 
Canada at Sylvan Lake for the trans- 
ferring of the Municipal District ac- 
counts from the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce at Red Deer to the Imperial 
Bank at Sylvan Lake.” 

The following resolution was then 
moved by the Reeve and received the 
unanimous consent of the Council: —

appreciation of the satisfactory man- 
ner in which the banking business of 
the Municipality has been conducted 
by the Canadian Bank of Commerce
